The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1 and 8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Kaneko in view of Roscoe. 

Kaneko shows a handle that is detachable from jack. The handle has an 
annular groove which a movable bar 1 1 engages. The movable bar is not spring 
biased. 

Roscoe teaches that a spring biased movable bar 14 extends into an inner wall 
of an insertion hole through an opening lockingly engages a detachable member 
received in the instertion hole. 

To make the movable bar of Kaneko spring biased would have been obvious for 
one skilled in the art at the time the invention was made in view of the disclosure of 
Roscoe. One of ordinary skill in the art would have been motivated to do this in order 
to automatically lock movable bar into the handle annular groove by simply inserting 
the handle into the insertion hole. 

Claims 2-5 and 7 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 
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Claim 6 is withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 
1.142(b) as being drawn to a nonelected species, there being no allowable generic or 
linking claim. Election was made without traverse in the reply filed on 2/18/05. 

Applicant's remarks concerning the newly amended claims have been given 
careful consideration. The newly claimed features are found to be well known and

obvious as demonstrated by the newly cited Roscoe reference.
